THE LITTLE PEOPLE RECLAIM THE EARTH! 

Earth First! reached a consensus agreement at the Brighton National 
Gathering in April *92 on the movement’s direction as a nonviolent civil 
disobedience movement. Ignoring the Law so nonviolently, whilst upholding 
the deeper Lore of the Earth. But sabotage - although respected as a viable 
and effective means of working - does not come under the EF! banner. It was 
felt that sabotage could only be carried out effectively if done in secret by 
individuals or small groups who would take full responsibility for their actions. 

Since tliis agreement was reached there has been a series.of most mysterious 
happenings, specifically at Twyford Down. Bulldozers and machinery have 
been sabotaged and everyone has been wondering who has done this - since 
EF! have decided against such actions. It has gradually been emerging that 
these actions are no less than the magical work of the little people. The elves 
and faeries whom we all thought had long since been wiped out. The actions 
quite clearly bear their mark - they cast nonviolent spells on the machines of 
destruction which are owned by the BIG people who keep on BIGGERING. 

Then they disappear almost without trace and nobody has caught them. 

Without trace except for three letters, ELF - which stand for Earth Liberation 

Faeries. Who can tell where they will weave their magic next-nobody 

knows. But if you whisper very quietly ”1 believe in faeries” and then listen 
carefully you will here faint whispers carried on the breeze.... the faeries are 
coining.... sssssh.... the faeries are coming....!

AT LAST! Somebody has the bot¬ 
tle to stand up to the filth. These 
arrogant scumbags have for years 
pushed us around and kicked any¬ 
body they’ve liked, knowing they’ll 
get away with it. But we can only 
take so much. 

On Thursday July 16th the govt, 
decided we hadn't kissed their 
Tory arses enough so we won’t get 
a penny from the poxy City Chal¬ 
lenge money. Remember this isn’t 
a charity: it was our money in the 
first place. Think of all the money 
we pay in taxes, etc. What do we 
get back from it? Nothing to ben¬ 
efit the community, just nazi cops, 
and judges on a hundred grand a 
year. The Tory slime take our 
money and give us nothing in re¬ 
turn. Hartcliffe has a population 
the size of a small town, and what 
facilities are there? No banks, cin¬ 
emas, leisure centres, etc. We have 
nothing and are treated like dirt. 

But does anybody really (even 
the biggest mug) have any faith in 
the Tory government or the gutless 
Labour council any more? The one 
thing we have learned is this: if we 
want to change our lives for the 
better, working class people have 
got to do it for themselves. 

But, of course, losing the money 
meant absolutely nothing in com- 
parison to what happened next.. 
Shaun Starr and Keith Buck were 
riding a stolen police bike (not trav¬ 
elling at 100m.p. h. or driving dan¬ 
gerously as the press would have us 
believe). So what! Hands up any¬ 
body who's never broken the law... 
An unmarked pol ice car was travel - 
ling in the opposite direction. See¬ 
ing the bike the cops pulled over 
into their lane and as plain as day 
willfully and brutally murdered 
Shaun and Keith. No ifs, or buts, 
This was cold-blooded murder. If 
the cops would have been strung up 
from the nearest lamp post, who 
would have shed a tear? 

Imagine if it had been the other 
way round. They’d be doing five 


life sentences now, with cal Is for 
bringing back hanging for cop- 
killers from the Sun, Star, Mir¬ 
ror , etc. They’d make no time 
for enquiries, investigations or a 
fair hearing. The law is a sick 
joke. Anybody who still takes 
notice of the law is mug who 
will one day have to wise up. All 
we can say about the Police Com¬ 
plaints Authority ‘cover-up’ is 

What people have got to re¬ 
member is this: the police de¬ 
spise us as much as we hate them. 
Being worki ng class is a crime in 
their eyes (many of them are 
class traitors and scabs). 

They think that because they 
live in nice houses in Whitchurch 
and Knowle Park that they’re a 
cut above the rest of us. Far from 
being ‘shocked’ and ‘upset’ by 
the so-called ‘accident’, the cops 
were pissing themselves laugh¬ 
ing. After killing two of us they 
expected the people of Hartcliffe 
- and all working class estates - 
to get back on our knees and let 
them walk all over us. They ex¬ 
pected us to be so chicken-shit 
scared of them that we’d all be 
good boys and girls and go home 
and never step out of 1 i-ne. Thi nk 
again, wankers!. You learnt the 
hard way. 

WHICH SIDE ARE 
YOU OH? 

That night we did what we had 
to do.The choice was simple: 
are we going to let the police 
force murder us on our own 
streets, yes or no ? Are you wi th 
the community or with the mur¬ 
derers. We all know that pinch¬ 
ing a motorbike or looting our 
own shops ain’t brilliant, but it’s 
better than being the ‘yes sir, no 
sir’ cop-loving and god-fearing 
d tizens the Tories want us to be. 
Those who sit on the fence side 
with the cops by default. That 
night we gave the filth a spank¬ 
ing they’ll never forget. The 
smiles were soon wiped off their 








faces. Even with their body ar¬ 
mour, truncheons, riot shields, 
armoured vans and a helicopter, 
they were still no match for 
Hartcliffe's warriors. The next 
night (Friday) we sat drinking 
outside the Red Hart. Lads and 
lasses from as far away as St. 
Pauls, Southmead, Knowle and 
Bedminster were there drinking 
and enjoying the uprising. Eve¬ 
rybody stuck together, no women 
were hassled and no racist crap 
was spoken. We all know who 
the real enemy is, the COMMON 
ENEMY: murdering police. 

Every day we are told by the 
Sun or the TV to fight amongst 
ourselves: Black against white, 
men against women, city versus 
rovers, Hartcliffe versus 
Knowle...In the end it ’sail CRAP. 
It's divide and rule. While we 
fight amongst each other, the 
rulers and the dross in Clifton, 
Sneyd Park, Stoke Bishop can 
sleep secure. 

On Friday the working class 
youth of Hartcliffe, Knowle, 
Southmead, St. Pauls showed that 
if we stick together we can be an 
unbeatable force. More than a 
match for the Beast on our own 
turf. For some Bristolians, Fri¬ 
day was the best thing since the 
Poll Tax riots in Trafalgar 
Square, taking them on, on their 
turf and winning. Every time a 
cop van drove by we bombed it 
with bricks, bottles, etc. Such a 
good feeling! At 11 we made 
off towards Symcs Avenue,, 
maybe 80 strong. Others were 
coming from different directions. 
Skips and building supplies keep 
us well tooled up. We meet the 
first bunch of riot police; with a 
cry of "murderers!” we give 
them some brick confetti and a 
few petrol bombs to warm them 
up (roast pork, anyone?). This 
goes on through the night and the 
following night. 

Far from being criminals the 


rioters were heroes; fighting the 
tooled-up police force requires 
bravery, initiative and teamwork 
The Hartcliffe rioters did the busi¬ 
ness. To all those so-called *outsid¬ 
ers' who came along to beat the 
Beast off our streets, we say: thanks, 
we’ll do the same for you soon. 
The only outsiders we don 9 1 want 
in the area are the murdering fas¬ 
cist police. Now we have to say: 
where do we go from here? We all 
want the murdering police out of 
our areas, so we’ve got to start 
sticking together and looking out 
for each other. Anyone who bur¬ 
gles his neighbours flat or steals a 
local’s car needs to be dealt with by 
us - the community. 

Without any solidarity the police 
just walk back in and stay in con¬ 
trol. Because, let’s face it, WE 
know who does what in our areas. 
That’s the joke of it: the cops can’t 
even do the job they’re supposed to 
do. Are they any closer to finding 
the old bloke down ’the Bomby’ in 
Knowle West? Do they ever find the 
person who burgles you or pinches 
your car. It’s not just cos they're as 
thick as shit, it’s because they don’t 
give a toss about you or me. We may 
pay their wages but there job is the 
same now as it has always been: to 
keep the rich rich, and us on the 
bottom. If we’re burgled we don’t 
see a copper until it’s too late. But 
if you’re a rich factory owner with a 
workforce on strike, you’ll get the 
cream of ’the force’ ready to exer¬ 
cise the power of their anti-union 
laws. What about our glorious la¬ 
bour councillors, where were they? 
Paul Smith, the snivelling bottler, 
was having a jolly good time with 
top cop DavidShittock condemning 
us. Paul, you’ve chosen your side, 
you cop-loving slime. The police 
murdered two of your constituents 
and you side with theml 

The press, fabricators of the truth, 
got a taste of class anger for the part 
they play in riots. They got what 
they deserved, but they were lucky 


it was just scaffolding that bounced 
of their head. Time and time again 
the press photographers have passed 
on pictures the cops. You can be in 
the dock thanks to your local 
Evening Post photographer. As far 
as the lies in the press...don't be¬ 
lieve the hype. What the cops were 
shit- scared of was disorder spread¬ 
ing to other working class areas. 
Imagine if St. Pauls, Southmead & 
Lawrence Weston went off at the 
same ti me. They would have had to 
withdraw half their troops from 
Hartcl iffe, and victory could be ours. 
OUT OF OUR COMMUNITY & 
INTO THEIRS 

In Los Angeles, rioters wanted 
to take the war into the mega-rich 
Beverly Hills!Hollywood area. That 
could have happened here, with the 
rich quaking in their posh suburbs. 

Up and down Britain estates have 
been the focus of anti-cop feeling 
within our class. But it’s not just the 
cops that are the problem, it’s the 
whole system that fucks us over. 
People have no faith in the cops or 
the corrupt (in)justice system; or 
even the bogus democracy where 
the top 8% own and control 72% of 
the wealth and pull the power strings 
in Parliament and the local town 
hall. But we’re Fighting back best 
we can. Those who took in the me¬ 
dia shite, think again. When have 
the media ever cared about the truth, 
when it comes to keeping the pow¬ 
erful in power. 

Political parasites sap our 
strength, the likes of Dawn 
Primarolo will not be own the bar¬ 
ricades. No-one represents our in¬ 
terests but ourselves. 

No political or community 
leader is going to mediate be¬ 
tween us and the police - the 
battle lines are drawn. THEY 
STARTED - by killing Shaun 
and Keith - BUT WE’LL FIN¬ 
ISH IT. The Hartcliffe rebel¬ 
lion will go down in our proud 
history of resistance and 
fightback. 



NOTES ON WRITING 
TO PRISONERS 

For many people wanting to get involved in prisoners' support, find that one of the problems 
that intimidates them is writing to a prisoner for the first time. It’s very difficult writing to some¬ 
one you don’t know: people find they don’t know what to say, feel there are things that they 
can’t talk about, or think that the prisoners ' won’t be interested' in what they have to say. Fear 
not, this is a problem that most of us have had to get over, and here are some suggestions to 
help. Obviously they are not rigid guidelines, different people write differently, but hopefully 
they’ll be of some use. 

When writing for the first time: 

* Say who you are and if it is relevant to a group you are writing on behalf of, say so - 
some people reckon it’s better to be open about your politics as well, to give prisoners 
the choice to remain In contact with you and to know where you stand. 

* Maybe say where/how you heard about their case. A __ w 

* If you are writing to a ‘framed’ prisoner, and if you believe them to be Innocent, SAY 

SO! it gives people confidence! ^ ^ , 

* If you are offering support, be clear about what you can do. Don t exaggerate what 
you’re capable of and be reaiistlc. To a prisoner doing several years inside, you might 
seem like a powerful ray of hope - It’s Important to give people hope but not to have 
them thinking that you can spring them or clear theTr name for them. Believe it or not, 

possible.

they can write. Obviously when you build up contact over several letters you will get 
to know people better. 

When writing, some people are afraid of talking about their lives, what they’re doing, or what¬ 
ever, because they think this may depress people banged up for years or that prisoners don t 
care about other peoples' lives. However, one of the worst aspects of prison for many prisoners 
is the boredom - there’s just not enough to do. A letter from you, talking about anything (within 
reason) is likely to be the high point of the day. Clearly you don’t want to talk about anything 
that is likely to get you, the prisoner or someone else in the shit from the screws or the police. 
Unless you know someone really well, it’s unwise to write stuff like "What a great bombing the 
IRA did the other day" as the screws will most likely not take kindly to it! (This example is a leal 

°For imprisoned comrades, (people imprisoned from our movements and struggles), it s vital to 
keep them informed of what's going on - telling them about the continuing struggle, getting 
them to write (if they want) to papers etc. Prison is there to isolate us - we musn t let it. borne

Use your head as well, though. Some people are more likely than others to want to hear aM 
this. Some folk just want to keep their heads down and finish their sentences. ‘Politicos tend to 
get singled out in some prisons more than in others.

II there in one man in history who can be 
credited with launching the compulsory 
childbearing movement, it is Adolf Hitler. 
Hitler’s "right to life" accomplishments after 
coming to power are summarized by one 
historian: 

On May 26, 1933, two pieces of penal legis¬ 
lation . . . prohibited, the availability of 
abortion facilities and services. More important 
was the stricter handling of the old antiabortion 
law, resulting in a 65 percent increase in yearly 
convictions between 1932 and 1938, when their 
number reached almost 7,000.

Womens names and addresses were 
then handed over to the police, who investi¬ 
gated the cases suspected of actually being 
abortions. In 1936 Heinrich Himmler, head of 
all police forces and the SS, established the Re¬ 
ich s Central Agency for the Struggle Against 
Homosexuality and Abortion, and in 19-13, after 
three yean of preparation by Ihe Ministries of 
the Interior and of Justice, the law entitled Pro¬ 
tection of Marriage, Family, Motherhood called 
for the death penalty in 'extreme cases/ "

Let’s get one thing 
straight, working class 
communities have always 
needed a certain level of 
crime, in order to survive. 

No wonder, when the ‘top’ 

20% of people control 80% 
of the wealth, and thou¬ 
sands are below the offi¬ 
cial poverty line. Crime 
goes hand in hand with 
inequality and poverty. 

Crime is inevitable in this 

class-ridden society. 

USEFUL! 

But which crimes go 
on in our communities is 
vital. There is useful crime 
and there is bad crime. The depths that some 
people will go is becoming intolerable. We are 
getting sickened by muggings, burglaries, car 
thefts, taken out, not on the rich, but on people in 
our own areas and our own class. 

These anti-social criminals bring us more misery 
and problems. 

Many working class people are proud of their 
areas, proud of being working class. But anti¬ 
social criminals who prey on the poorest section of 
society, hold no such pride and undermine the 
fabric of OUR communities. They are basically 
selfish bastards, ignorant or plain bloody well 
naive. This has got to be stopped. With the 


They see ALL crime has bad. We don’t! 

It’s a problem when it hurts working class people. 
When it is turned back on the privileged elite in this 
country, it’s their just desserts. Rob the rich , not 
the poor - they’ve been scamming us for years. 

As for dealing with anti-social crime, the solu¬ 
tion lies within our communities. When our com¬ 
munity can collectively or individually put pressure 
on to stop anti-social crime, that’s when we’ll start 
to make headway. 

COMMON 
VALUES 

People do share a lot 
of common values on 
what is acceptable , and 
what is out of order, as 
far as breaking the law. 
This CODE ON CRIME 
must be enforced by the 
community. Not by any 
of the various soft-cop 
schemes which are hob¬ 
bies for liberal ‘do- 
gooders’, but by friends, 
neighbours and relatives 
looking out for each other 
and confronting anti-social elements. 

Nobody else knows the score like working 
class communities when it comes to crime. 
The time has come for people to sort it out. 
Nothing else will do. No Neighbourhood 
Watch Scheme , no changes in the law will 
have the interests of the working class at 
heart. They pay lip service to our protection. 

There are no easy solutions, and many obvious 
dangers. But self organised justice, inthecommu- 
nity, for the community and by the community will 
be a move forward. When it comes to dealing with 
anti-social crime, working class grass roots activ¬ 
ity is the way forward -
